Lord Glenavy, Chairman of the Senate, took 
the chair at ó o clock. 

He asked if there was any member oí 
the Senate present who had noí yet made the 
necessary declaration. 

Mr. Edwatd McEvoy then camo forward 
and signed the declaration. 

The Chairman said that he wanted to call 
attention to the proceedings of the other 
House on Friday last, when the President, the 
Minister of Finance, asked the approval of 
the other House to the report of the Com- 
mittee of the Senate upon its stau and re- 
muneration, which was adopted subsequently 

the Senate itself. 

It was necessary for him, in order to get 
id of a great deal of misapprehension in the 
minds of ‘Deputies of the Dail, to give a 
full and detailed statement of the whole 
matter from the beginning, because unless he 
did thet neither the public nor the members 
of the other House would understand whet 
he true position was. 

\t the outset of their proceedin 
Committee was appointed and asked to make 
yecommendations as to the number of the 
aff which they would require. When the 
Committee assembled—he thought that it was 
on the second occasion that ig, met—the Presi- 
dent of the Dail attended th® Committee and 
strongly urged apon the members the appoint- 
ment of two named persons to the posi- 
tion of Clerk and Assistant Clerk, respec- 
tively, at salaries which he suggested should 
be fixed-in the case of the Clerk at £1,100, 
and Assistant Clerk at £950. 

By a narrow majority that suggestion was 
dopted, and a recommendation based upon 

was made, in which the Committee vir- 

tually nominated two individuals to these two 
os tiong, 
i When the feport came before that House 
t was pointed out that the Committee had 
exceeded its powers, because it was not asked to 
make pominations, nor was the matter referred 
to itafall. The Committee was merely asked 
to report as to the nature and number of the 
staf, and accordingly it was decided by the 
House that the matter should be referred back 
to the Committee, with wider powers, and 
that ite umber should be increased by add- 
ing the names of the Chairman and Deputy 
Cnairman.

PRESIDENT INTERVENES. 


The Committee so constituted consisted of 
ten, and accordingly they met, and the first 
thing they did was to determine to issué 
advertisementa, so that eve one qualified 
to fill these iona might have an oppor- 
tunity & having his application submitted and 
decided. 

After these advertisements appeared he re- 
eived a notification from the President that 
he would like to see him. He interviewed the 
President, who told him that the view of him- 
eelf and his colleagues in the Government 
was that they, and they alone, had the ez- 
clusive patronage of the staff of that House, 
from the highest to the lowest, and that act- 
ing on that belief he (the President) had al- 
ready eppointed one gentleman to the office

He told the President that he did not 
believe that that House would for a moment 
socede to such a position; that so far as the 

duties impored on that House by the Con- 
stitution were concerned, they were indepen- 
dent of the Government and the Dail; and 
that he was quite certain that the Senate 
would resent suggestion that they should 
not have the ordinary right of every public 
mvs | in the country to appoint their own 
$ 


However, be told the Preaident that he 
would bring the matter before his colleagnes 
of the Commit He did so, and the Com- 
mittee was unanimous in contesting the view 
of the Government, and in taking the view 
that he (the chairman) had foreshadowed : that 
the Senate had the right te nominate its own 
staff, because if the Government had the ex- 
clusive right to appoint a staff the Govern. 
ment would also have the exclusive right to 
control and dismias the staff, because the staff 
would not be responsible to the Benate—they 
would be responsible to those who had the 
power of removal and control. 

The members of the Committee were unani- 
mous in asserting their right, and their right 
aione, to make these appointments. 

He should like to say that at that interview 
he ascertained, for the first time, that the 
President virtually believed that, head of 
the Government, the patronage belonged to 
him; and that he had. already appointed a 
gentleman to the position of Clerk of the 
senate. 


DIFFICULT POSITION. 


He (the chairman) pointed out to the Com- 
mittee that the President found himself in a 
position of great difficulty if they fuled out 

is nomination, having regard to the fact that 
the gentleman in question had resigned his 
position in the Army, and he stiggested to thé 
(ommittee to send a small deputation to dis- 
ues the matter with the President, and see if 
they could arrive at some modus vivendi. 

The Committee agreed, and nominated him- 
self, Mr. Jameson, Celonel Moore, and Sir 
John Griffith to wait on the President. They 
were received very courteously by the Presi- 
dent, who had with him the Law Adviser of 
the Government, and they discussed the

Hie (the chairman) pointed out that there

After considerable discussion the President 
agreed that the Senate should have that right. 
not only as regards appointments, as ré 
gards control and dismicaal of their staff. He 
explained to them the difficult os in 
which he was placed with regard to the par- 
ticular gentleman whom he had nontinated ; 
and he (thé chairman) was authorised by the 
Committee of the deputation to inform the 
President that in view of the situation created 
~if, after an interview with

CORRECT EXPLANATION. 


That, lord Glenavy said, was an exact, 
proper, and correct explanation of the posi- 
tion. He did not think that the Dail reslieod 
that if it was entitled to have a deciding 
voice in appointments made by the Senate, 
then the Senate—beéetcause there was nothing 
in the Constitntidén to the contrary—should 
have the coatrolling voice in the appointments 
made by the Dail. He thought that there 
would be considerable uproar if the Senate 
attempted any such thing. 

As he had already stated, it wes the in- 
herent right of a public Board to appoint its 
own staff, and he was quite certain that that 
was 4 position which the Senate was not pre- 
pared to surrender. (Hear, hear.) 

It was said that they had been hasty and 
extravagant in their arrangements in ' these 
appointments. Well, the Committee took 
three weeks over the matter—there were over 
twelve ecandidates—and not being satisfied 
with the applications they received in regard 
to the post of assistant clerk, they consulted 
the head of the Civil Service, and asked him 
whether he could recommend to them the 
name of some specially qualified man in the 
Civil Service—because members of the Civil 
Service could not apply without the consent 
of the heads of their departments.”. Mr. 
O’ Hegarty very kindly sent them the names 
of five men, all of whom, he stated, he could 
confidently recommend. The Commiittee in- 
vited these to be interviewed, and all attended, 
except one. They finally selected one of these 
entiemen with a most distinguished record in 
the Civil Bervice. So much for the question 
of haste.

EXTRAVAGANCE CHARGE. 


As regards extravagance, when the Presi- | 
dent attended the first Committee, and put 
forward the names of two men, whom he sug- 
gested for the positions of clerk and assistant 
clerk, he asked the Committee to fix the 
salaries at £1,100 and £950. But the Senate 
éut the £1,100 down to £1,000, and the £850 
down to 8700. Im the Dail the clerk had 
£1,200. and the assistant clerk £860. He did 
hot think, therefore, that the Senate erred 
much on the side of extravagance as regards 
these appointments. 

Another matter about which they were 
attacked was that they appointed a third 
eferk—an assistant. The necessity for that 
arose by the fact that, in their Constitation, 
all their business was to be dealt with in 
English and Irish; and, consequently, it was 
essential that one of their staff should be a 
competent Irish speaker and writer. 

Major-General Dalton, unfortunately, could 
net comply with that; but Mr. O'Sullivan, 
whom they appointed, was fully qualified. 
But they were confronted with the difficulty 
that, if Mr. O'Sullivan was absent through 
iliness or otherwise, they would have no 
official competent to transcribe the proceed- 
ings, and to comply with the terms of the 
Constitution. Consequently, they appointed a 
man competent to fill the place of Mr, O’Sulli- 
van in his absence, and also who would be in 
the office to answer questions, etc.; and, in 
addition, to act as private secretary to the 
Chairmen. His remuneration was , Bo 
that for the three officials they had only ex- 
ceeded by £150 the amount that the Presi- 
dent thought was a proper figure for two; 
and all three gentiemen had only been ap- 
pointed for a year on probation. 

Speaking for himself, should experience 
show that he could dispense with a private 
secretary, he would be quite ready to do so; 
aud if they could work with two clerks, he 
was quite certain that the Senate would only 
keep tro. 


LEGAL ADVISER. ,

legal adviser at £1,000 a year, and two door- 
keepers, Who would also act as messengers ;

prising business man,” but the poor man who 
was paid off from the factory hecause “ orders 
were not aa good as they were.” 

The disappearance of credit teacted most 
strongly on the weakest or humblest classes 
in the community. The bill then before the 
House aimed at making people act up to thei: 
moral habiities, and thus safeguard credit. 


NO DISCRIMINATION, 


Mr. Thomas Johnson, criticising the bill, 
said that they all agreed that it was neces- 
sary to bring about in the countgy the recog- 
uition of responsibility for their legal and 
moral debts, and that it was not a good 
thing to have a general sense of ; toidity 
abroad, Bung he was going to submit that the 
present bill would bring about that «ery 
Lhing that the Mimster decried. 

The object of the bill was a commendable 

one, but he contended that the Minister had 
only looked at one side of the sheet, There 
had been no diserimination in drafting the 
bill between bai who could and would not 
pay and people who could not pay, but would 
if they were able to do so. 
' Neither had there been any discrimination 
made as to the method of collecting the debts 
in the case of the class who could and would 
not pay abd the people who were in the 
ordinary course of basiness, owing perhaps to 
the general unrest and the state of war in the 
country, unable to meet their debts. 

The machinery provided in the bill for col 
lecting debts was utterly bad. Debts were 
lying unpaid and decrees not enforced in other 
countries as well as Ireland. They had 
been, so to speak, also “ listening-in 
to the echoes of the world of commerce, 
and they knew tha the banks had 
agreed to a sort of moratorium—not press 
ing for immediate payment of debts 
owing to their fear of sa commercial collapse 
in. Europe. He thought that that was a 
factor worth taking into account. 


CUMULATIVE BANKRUPTCY. 


Several big British manufacturers and 
wholesalers had got decrees against traders 
in this coóuntry, and he suggested that if the 
paces provided for in the Bill were to 
be p at their diaposa] for the execution 
of these decrees,. a cumulative system of 
EA in the country would be brought 
about. 

The lead given by the ee manaf.ac- 
turers and wholesalers would followed in 
this country. They had to think of both 
sides of the question presented. Mr. John 
son asked what kind «f debtors were go ng 
to be brought into the Ceurts. He argue 
that a great percentage of the debtors would 
be people whose debts were a consequen :e 
of the support they had given towards 
enabling the late war with England to be 
carried on. 

‘Decrees had..been. obtained against mer- 
chants for goods which never reached them, 
by reason of the activities before the Truce, 
which Ministers knew something about. 
Were these men to be pushed to extremes to 
satisfy the demands of Belfast merchanta? 

He feared that many complitations would 
arise tinder this Bill. Goods and chattels 
might be taken from a debtor and sent to 
England or Scotland, or to Belfast, to be 
sold, and the sub-Sheriff would be ander no 
oblieation te aceount for the proceeds to the 


debtor. 

' Tf the Bill were passed. it would destroy 
all check upon the Executive Officer. Under 
the Bill a Sheriff. would be free to break

It was premature to bring in ‘this Bill, 
unless they were going to discriminate 
between the debt due owing to the defiance 
of the law, and the debt that was due owing 
to inability to pay They would be altering 
the whole machinery of debt collecting, and, 
he believed, it would react very detrimentally 
upon the Ministerial plan, snd would not 
assist in the revival of respect for law and 
the ordinary social obligations. 


HONEST AND DISHONEST 
DEBTORS. 


Mr. Gavan Daffy said that he welcomed 
the Bill, so far as it was directed against 
people who tried to take advantage of the 
present chacs. But the Bill was a great deal 
mote revolutionary than it looked. First, 
there was the very serious question of making 
a difference between the honest and the dis- 
honest debtor. A bill of this kind should 
be accompanied by a provision that no execu- 
tion should issue unless the judge was satis 
fied that the debtor was the type of person 
they wanted to hit. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis satd that he took it that 
the real cause for the bill being brought in 
was that the people who owed money to the 
State might be compelled to pay up. Every 
deputy appreciated the point.. The Govern- 
ment believed that there were a large number 


_of citizens who thought that they could evade 


their responsibility in the matter of paying 
their rates and taxes. If the intention was— 
as he believed it was—that such persons 
should be made amenable to their rest 
bilities, then the bill was an excellent | 


ARMY’S DEBTS. 


But then there were collateral responsii) 
ties He was daily receiving letters from 
people in the country who had sold goods t 
the Army, or from whom the Army had com 
mandeered goods, whose accounts had 
been paid by the Army. That non-payment 
had caused countfy shopkeepers. to in 
debts which they were unable to meet, by 
cause they as cfeditors were unable to collect 
what was due to them. 

There was, however, @ general breakdown 
of law, and the sooner that breakdown was 
put an end to the better So far as this bill 
was concerned, however drastic its provisions 
may be, to put an end to that breakdown 
so far it would do well. But the Army, which 
was to be part of the machine: + which the 
bill was to be put into force, should first 
be put on a legal basis. 

When the House came to the Committee 
stage of the bill ¢ertain matters in it could 
be corrected. The bill was one that should 
receive the support and adherence of the 
House in order that citizens who were called 
upon to pay their debts should be compelled 
to pay; but the State, too, should pay its 
debts 

PRESIDENT’S VIEW. 


President Cosgrave said that it was q 
possible that some misunderstanding might 
arise if he were to draw a picture of the 
state of the country from the statements made 
by some of the deputies. One would think 
from some of the statements made that the 
majority of the people who owc | money wer 
bankrupt, and that the State’s machinery fo! 
paying its own debts was perfect, and that 
under ‘no circumstances should the State 
ufidertake any responsibility for insuring to 
the citizens of another State the right 
collect debts in this country from people wh« 
received their goods and owed money for 
them. 

There were, no doubt, persons who were 
reduced to financial straits by the war, bad 
business, or the failure of prices; but so far 
as he could judge by the reports of public 
companies, the country was not at al! in a 
bad way. 

One railway company was paying a higher 
dividend than it paid last year, while carr) 
ing forward a sum twice that which they 
brought forward last year. One of the banks 
was paying an increased dividend, and now, 
in spite of these indications, the House was 
told that bankers had to allow a sort of 
moratorium to their customers. He had 
questioned bankers with regard to the neces- 
sity for a moratorium, and they had informed 
him that it was not necessary. 

He had been informed that in one town 
in the South something like £9,000 were paid 
in Land Commission annuities, wi.ich would 
probably not have been pajd if the Govern 
ment had not taken the steps they had taken. 

There was no question as to the loosening 
to some extent of the machiners of the law 
resulting from the inc’ .nta of the last two 
or three years, and it was to strengthen that 
machinery, and to give people a sense of 
security, to restore to individuals who had 
the rights of citizens the right to collect their 
money, and not to absolve debtors from 
liability for their debts, that the bill wa: 
needed. 

BANKERS’ INVESTMENTS. 

When people spoke about Irish banks not 
investing their money in this country, he 
would ask them to remember what the re 
sponsibilities of bankers were, Their first 
requirement was sound securities, and, as far 
as he knew, there were no such sufficient 
securities in this country as would warrant 
bankers in investing the fi ‘s of their 
customers in them. 

As to the statements concerning decrees 
against the Army, President Coagrave said 
that everybody knew that in the case of cor- 
porations and institutions like the State the 
most meticulous care had to be taken to see 
that these sums had been properly incurred. 
The officers who had to move about the 
country had to be followed up in reference to 
these accounts, and if in the first instance a 
little care had been taken by the people who 
supplied — po a lot of trouble would 
have ~een avoided. 

In some counties no attempts had been 
made to secure the collection of debts, such 
as rates and soforth, and the question was 
were the members of the Dail in favour of 
catrying out the decrees of the courts fanc- 
tioning now!’ If they were, it was the busi- 
nessa of the House to provide the nachinery, 
and that machinery was as<ed for in the bill. 
At the present moment what they had before 
them was the best the Government could do. 
It might not be necessary to use that ma- 
chinery—the fact that they had it might be 
sufficient. 


De with the City of Dublin, Mr. Cos- 
grave baid that the rates were paid promptly ; 
there was a fine civic spirit in the city; in. 
come tax and debts were paid, and there were 
very few decrees outstanding in Dublin. 


RUMOURS. 


It was rumoured in certain places outside 
this country that there was no use in giving 
credit to business people in Ireland. FEvery- 
body knew what a danger there. was in that 
idea and how it would affeet them with the 
bonds that wonld have to be issued when 
they would have to provide for land purchase 
or other State purposes. Jt wonld have to be 
shown to these lé that a person obtaining 
a decree in Irish courte would fet prompt 
payment provided the person against whom 
the décree was got was solvent: -

Lord Glenavy, Chairman of the Senate, took 
the chair at 3 o'clock. 

He asked if there was any member oi 
ithe Senate present who had not yet made the 
necessary declaration. 

Mr. Edward McEvoy then came forward 
and signed the declaration. 

The Chairman said that he wanted to call 
attention to the proceedings of the other

It was necessary for him, in order to get 
id of a great deal of misapprehension in the 
minds of Deputies of the Dail, to give a 
full and detailed statement of the whole 
matter from the beginning, because unless he 
did that neither the public nor the members 
ot the other House would understand what 
ihe true position was, 

At the outset of their proceedings a small 
Committee was appointed and asked to make 
recommendations ae to the number of the 
«aff which they would require. When the 
Committee assembled—he thought that it was 
on the second occasion that if, met—the Presi. 
dent of the Dail attended th® Committee and 
strongly urged apon the members the appoint- 
ment of two named, persons to the posi- 

‘tion of Clerk and Assistant Clerk, respec- 
tively, at salaries which he suggested should 
be fixed in the case of the Clerk at £1,100, 
and Assistant Clerk at £950. 

By a narrow majority that suggestion was 

dopted, and a recommendation based upon 

was made, in which the Committee vir- 
tually nominated two individuals to these two 
positions. 

When the report came before that House 
t was pointed out that the Committee had 
exceeded its powers, because it was not asked to 
make nominations, nor was the matter referred 
to it af all. The Committee was merely asked 
to report an to the nature and number of the 
stafi, and accordingly it waa decided by the 
House that the matter should be referred back 
to the Committee, with wider powers, and 
that ite number should be increased by add- 
ing the names of the Chairman and Deputy 
Chairman. 


PRESIDENT INTERVENES. 


The Committee so constituted consisted of 
‘en, and accordingly they met, and the first 
thing they did was to determine to issue 
advertisements, so that every one qualified 
to fill these positions might have an oppor- 
tunity of having his application submitted and 
decided. 

After these advertisements appeared he re- 
eived a notification from the President that 
he would like to see him. He interviewed the 
President, who told him that the view of him- 
eelt and hia colleagues in the Government 
was that they, and they alone, had the ex- 
clusive patronage of the staff of that House, 
from the highest to the lowest, and that act- 
ing on that belief he (the President) had al- 
ready appointed one gentleman to the office 
of Clerk, and in faith of that rt gar os 
he had induced him to resign a hig tion 
ree State Army. 
“He told the President that he did not 
believe that that House would for a moment 
secede to such a position; that so far as the 
cuties imposed on thet House by the Con- 
stitution were concerned, they were indepen- 
dent of the Government and the Dail; and 
that he was quite certain that the Senate 
would resent the suggestion that they should 
not have the ordinary right of every public 
oe | in the country to appoint their own 
La 

However, be told the President that he 
would bring the matter before his colleagnes 
of the Committee. He did ao, and the Com- 
mittee was unanimous in contesting the view 
of the Government, and in taking the view 
that he (the chairman) had foreshadowed : that 
the Senate had the right to nominate its own 
staff, because if the Government had the ex- 
clusive right to appoint a staff the Govern. 
ment would also have the exclusive right to 
control and dismiss the staff, because the staff 
would not be responsible to the Benate—they 
would be responsible to those who had the 
power of removal and control. 

ihe members of the Committee were unani- 
mous in asserting their right, and their right 
aione, to make these appointments. 

He should like to say that at that interview 
he ascertained, for the first time, that the 
President virtually believed that, as head of 
the Government, the patronage belonged to 
nim; and that he had already appointed a 
gentleman to the position of Clerk of the 
senate. 


DIFFICULT POSITION.

tials, and that he was qualified for the post— 
they would sanction the appointment on. the 
distinct understanding from the President that 
he admitted the inherent rieht of the Genate

REMARKABLE CHANGE, 


That being the position, he was greatly sur. 
prised to read in the Preas that the President 
thought it necessary to submit the report of 
the Committee to the meeting of the Dall for 
its adoption and approval, because that seemed 
to him not only a complete abandonment of 
the position the President took np, but also a 
Jeparture from the understanding that the 
Senate had a right to make its own appoint- 
ments.

“I know nothing in the Constitution to 
empower this Dail to exercise any eontrol, 
except as regards expenditure. It is for us 
to say whether the public purse is being 
squandered or not in regard to salaries set 
out for these officials, and it seems to me 
we are not prepared to go beyond that. The 
rest is for the Senate itself.” 


CORRECT EXPLANATION. 


That, lord Glenavy said, was an exact, 
proper, and correct explanation of the posi- 
tion. He did not think that the Dail reslioed 
that if it was entitled to have a deciding 
voice in appointments made by the Benate, 
then the Senate—betause there was nothing 
in the Constitution to the contrary—should 
have the coatrolling voice in the appointments 
made by the Dail. He thought that there 
would be considerable uproar if the Senate 
attempted any such thing. 

As he had alregdy stated, it was the in- 
herent: right of a public Board to appoint its 
own staff, and he was quite certain that that 
was a position Which the Senate was not pre- 
pared to surrender. (Hear, hear.) 

It was said that they had been hasty and 
extravagant in their arrangements in ' these 
appointments. Weill, the Committee took 
three weeks over the matter—there were over 
twelve candidates—and not being satisfied 
with the applications they received in regard 
to the post of assistant clerk, they consulted 
the head of the Civil Service, and asked him 


name of some specially qualified man in the 
Civil Service—because members of the Civil 
Service could not apply without the consent 
of the heads of their departments.” Mr. 
O’ Hegarty very kindly sent them the names 
of five men, all of whom, he stated, he conld 
oonfidently recommend. The Committee in: 
vited these to be interviewed, and all attended, 
except one. They finally selected one of these 
entiemen with a most distinguished record in 
the Civil Gervice. So much for the question 
of haste.

EXTRAVAGANCE CHARGE. 


As regards extravagance, when the Presi- 
dent attended the first Committee, and put 
forward the names of two men, whom he sug- 
gested for the positions of clerk and assistant 
clerk, he asked the Committee to fix’ the 
salaries at £1,100 and £950. But the Senate 
éut the £1,100 down to £1,000, and the £850 
down to 8700. In the Dail the clerk had 
£1,200. and the assistant clerk £860. He did 
not think, therefore, that the Senate erred 
much on the side of extfavagance as regards 
these appointments. 

Another matter about which they were 
attacked was that they appointed a third 
eferk—an assistant. The necessity for that 
arose by the fact that, in their Constitution, 
all their business was to be dealt with in 
English and Irish; and, consequently, it was 
essential that one of their staff should be a 
competent Irish speaker and writer. 

Major-General Dalton, unfortunately, could 
net comply with that; but Mr. O'Sullivan, 
whom they appointed, was fully qualified. 
But they were confronted with the difficulty 
that, if Mr. O'Sullivan was absent through 
iliness or otherwise, they would have no 
official competent to transcribe the proceed- 
ings, and to comply with the terms of the 
Constitution, Consequently, they prey a 
man competent to fill the place of Mr, O'Salli- 
van in his absence, and also who would be in 
the office to answer questions, etc.; and, in 
addition, to act as private secretary to the 
Chairman. His remuneration was . Bo 
that for the three officials they had only ex- 
ceeded by £150 the amount that the amh 
dent thought was a proper figure íor two; 
and all three gentiemen had only been ap- 
pointed for a year on probation. 

Speaking for himself, should experience 
show that he could dispense with a private 
secretary, he would be quite ready to do so; 
aud if they could work with two clerks, he 
was quite certain that the Senate would only 
keep tro. 


LEGAL ADVISER. 


In addition to these three officials, the Com 
mities recommended the appointment of a 
legal adviser at £1,000 a year, and two door- 
keepers, Who would also act as mossengers ; 
and a typist. The total expediture in connec- 
tion with that staff was £3,600, which 
he did not think a very extravagant 
figure for such & House as that. Taking an 
august assembly like the House of Lords, 
it compared fool sib thé Dail, because 
for salaries alone £20,000 was paid.

A distinct military unit would be assigned 
to every county .for purpose of assisting 
and co-operating in matters which would, in 
more normal times, be purely for civil ad- 
ministration. Adequate—even impressive— 
protection wodld be given to the Sheriffs or 
theiy dgents in the execution of decrees. 

Matters, too, which, in more settled times, 
and with @ mote stable Government, would 
be dealt with by the police like poteen traffic, 
and other matters of that kind would 
dealt with, either wholly or partly, by the 
military unit assigned to every county, The 

oteen traffic was particularly degrading. A 
oathsomme murdet had lately occurred in the 
West. and the act had been that of a man 
crazed” with poteen. 

‘It was generally admitted that the con- 
sumption of poteen reacted on future geneta- 
tiortis, and it was not dverstating the case to 
aay that & great percentage of hunacy was 
directly due to it. 


RUTHLESS WARFARE. 


“We will make war on that particular 
traffic as the enemy of our people—as a factor 
making for the degradation of our people,’’ 
declared the Minister. “ Ín our suppression 
of it we will not stand upon technicalities.’ 

People might take it, he added, that there 
was a determination te grapple with static 
outlawry in the country. He spoke in that 
strain, he ecutinued, because the bill before 
them was a manifestation of the Govern- 
ments imtention to grapple with the passive 
irregular as well as the active irregular. 
There were outrages and difficulties which 
only the military arm could deal with, and 
the military arm was being braced to deal 
with them. 

There were other matters which the civil 
machinery would deal with, but all necessary 
protection would be asked for from the mili- 
tary arm. No man was goifig to evnde pay- 
ment of his moral or legal liabilities simply 
beeause he had a weapon and could terrify 
the civil officer. i 

“The writ of this Government and of this 
Dail may be running with a limp in certain 
counties at the moment,” said thé Minister, 
“ bat we intend that it shall not be running 
with a limp in three or four weeks time.” - 

They were, he went on, going to take the 
strongest action to remove all ideas in the 
minds of, people which signified @ breakdown 
of the law, or any symptoms of the possibility 
of a breakdown of law. Just as in the mill- 
tary sphere, they were faced with the fact 
that certain people must be classed 
with the wolf and mad dog—the men who 
were hacking the face off their motherland; 
the men with no programme but a destructive 
programme, their aim being to reduce their 
country to a state of anarchy and chac 

“We are acting up to our lights,”’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘and in doing so we ask the co- 
operation of all members of this Dail regard. 
less of parties.’ 

He asked the House to visualise what the 
consequetices would be if the programme of 
the people to whom he had referred were to 
prevail. If commercial enterprise and se v 
in the country disappeared, the first to be 
hit would net be. what some might call the 
“ bloated capitalist,’’ and others the “ enter- 
prising business man, but the poor man who 
Was paid fí from the factory hecause “ orders 
were not aa good as they were.” 

The disanpearance of credit reacted most 
strongly on the weakest or humblest classes 
in the community. The bill then before the 
House aimed at making people act up to thei: 
moral liabilities, and thus safeguard credit. 


NO DISCRIMINATION, 


Mr. Thomas Johnson, criticising the bill, 
said that they all agreed that it was neces 
sary to bring about in the countgy the recog- 
uition of responsibility for their legal and 
moral debts, and that it was not a good 
thing to have a general sense of i tality 
abroad. “But he was going to submit that the 
present bill would bring about that «ery 
Lhing that the Minister decried: 

The object of the bill was a commendable 

one, but he eontended that the Minister had 
only looked at one side of the sheet, There 
had been no discrimination in drafting the 
bill between pone who could and would not 
pay and people who could not pay, but would 
if they were able to do so. 
“ Neither had there been any discrimination 
made as to the method of collecting the debts 
in the case of the class who could and would 
not pay abd the people who were in the 
ordinary course of basiness, owing perhaps to 
the general unrest and the state of war in the 
country, unable to meet their debts. 

The machinery provided in the bill for col 
lecting debts was utterly bad. Debts were 
lying unpaid and decrees not enforced in other 
countries as well as Ireland. They had 
been, so to speak, also “listening-in”’ 
to the echoes of the world of commerce, 
and they knew tbat the banks had 
agreed to a sort of moratorium—not press 
ing for immediate payment of debts 
owing to their fear of a commercial collapse 
in. Europe. He thought that that was a 
factor worth taking into account. 


CUMULATIVE BANKRUPTCY. 


Several big British manufacturers and 
wholesalers had got decrees against traders 
in this country, and he suggested that if the 
machinery provided for in the Bill were to 
be p at their diaposal for the execution 
of these decrees, a cumulative «ystem of 
bankruptcy in the country would be brought 
about 

The lead given by the English manafac- 
turers and wholesalers would followed in 
this country. They had to think of both 
sides of the question presented. Mr. John 
son asked what kind of debtors were song 
to be brought into the. Ceurte. He argura 
that a great percentage of the debtors would 
be people whose debts were a consequence 
of the support they had given towards 
enabling the late war with England to te 
carried on. 

Decrees had..been. obtained against mer- 
chants for goods which never reached them, 
by reason of the activities before the Truce, 
which Ministers knew something - about. 
Were these men to be pushed to extremes to 
satisfy the -demands of Belfast merchanta? 

He feared that many complitations would 
arise finder this Bill. Goods and chattels 
might be taken from a debtor and sent to 
England or Scotland, or to Belfast, to be 
sold, and the sub-Sheriff would be ander no 
chtieation to account for the proceeds to the 
debtor. 

If the Bill were passed, it would destroy 
all check upon the Fxeentive Officer. Under 
the Bill a Sherift. wonld be free to break 
Linté any premises at any time, and to take 
from out the house any property he might 


find there, and the person from whom the 
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property was taken was given no account of 
what happened them afterwards. 

It was premature to bring in this Bill, 
unless they were going to discriminate 
between the debt due owing to the defiance 
of te law, and the debt that was due owing 
to inability to pay. They would be altering 
the whole machinery of debt collecting, and, 
he believed, it would react very detrimentally 
upon. the Ministerial plan, and would not 
assist in the revival of respect for law and 
the ordinary social obligations. 


HONEST AND DISHONEST 
DEBTORS. 


Mr, Gavan Daffy said that he welcomed 
the Bill, so far as it was directed against 
people who tried to take advantage of the 
present chaos. But the Bill was a great deal 
mdre revolutionary than it looked. First, 
there was the very serious question of making 
a difference between the honest and the dis- 
honest debtor. A bill of this kind should 
be accompanied by a provision that no execu- 
tion should issue unless the judge was satis 
fied that the debtor was the type of person 
they wanted to hit. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis said that he took it that 
the real cause for the bill being brought in 
was that the people who owed money to the 
State might be compelled to pay up. Every 
i no! appreciated the point.. The Govern- 
ment believed that there were a large number 
of citizens who thought that they 
their responsibility in the matter of paying 
their rates and taxes. If the intention was 
as he believed it was—that such persons 
should be made amenable to their res) 
bilities, then the bill was an excellent | 


ARMY’S DEBTS. 

But then there were collateral responsibil 
ties. He was daily receiving letters from 
people in the country who had sold goods to 
the Army, or from whom the Army had com 
mandeered goods, whose accounts had 
been paid by the Army. That non-payment 
had caused country shopkeepers. to inc 
debts which they were unable to meet, be 
cause they as cfeditors were unable to collect 
what was due to them. 

There was, however, & general breakdown 
of law, and the sooner that breakdown was 
put an end to the better So far as this bill 
was concerned, however drastic its provisions 
may be, to put an end to that breakdown 
so far it would do well. But the Army, which 
was to be part of the mac! ine: which t! 
bill was to be put into forc should first 
be put on a legal basis. ; 

When the House came to the Committee 
stage of the bill ¢ertain matters in it coul 
be corrected. The bill was one that should 
receive the support and adherence of the 
House in order that citizens who were called 
upon to pay their debts should be compelled 
to pay; but the State, too, should pay its 
debts

PRESIDENT’S VIEW. 

President Cosgrave said that it was quite 
possible that some misunderstanding might 
arise if he were to draw a picture of the 
state of the country from the statements made 
by some of the deputies. One would think 
from some of the statements made that the 
majority of the people who owc! money wer 
bankrupt, and that the State’s machinery for 
paying its own debts was perfect, and that 
under no circumstances should the Stete 
ufidertake any responsibility for insuring to 
the citizens of another State the right to 
collect debts in this country from people who 
received their goods and owed money for 
them. 

There were, no doubt, persons who were 
reduced to financial straits by the war, bad 
business, or the failure of prices; but so far 
as he could judge by the reports of public 
companies, the country was not at all ina 
bad way. 

One railway company was paying a higher 
dividend than it paid last year, while cerry 
ing forward a sum twice that which tl 
brought forward last year. One of the banks 
was paying an increased dividend, and now, 
in spite of these indications, the House was 
told that bankers had to allow a sort of 
moratorium to their customers. He had 
questioned bankers with regard to the neces- 
sity for a moratorium, and they had informed 
him that it was not necessary. 

He had been informed that in one town 
in the South something like £9,000 were paid 
in Land Commission annuities, wich would 
probably not have been pajd if the Govern 
ment had not taken the steps they had taker

or three years, and it was to strengthen that 

machinery, and to give people a sense of 

security, to restore to individuals who had 

the rights of citizens the right to collect their 

money, and not to absolve debtors from 

liability for their debts, that the bill we 
needed. 

BANKERS’ INVESTMENTS. 

When people spoke about Irish banks not 
vesting their money in this country, he 
would ask them to remember what the re. 
sponsibilities of bankers were. Their first 
requirement was sound securities, and, as far 
as he knew, there were ‘no such sufficient 
securities in this country as would warrant 
bankers in investing the fi ‘s of their 
customers in them. 

As to the statements concerning decrees 
against the Army, President Coagrave said 
that everybody knew that in the case of cor- 
poratiouns and institutions like the State the 
most meticulous care had to be taken to see 
that these sums had been properly incurted. 
The officers who had to move about the 
country had to be followed up in reference to 
these accounts, and if in the first instance a 
little care had been taken by the people who 
supplied these goods a lot of trouble would 
have ~een avoided. 

In some counties no attempts had been 
made to secure the collection of debts, such 
as rates and soforth, and the question was 
were the members of the Dail in favour of 
carrying out the decrees of the courts fanc- 
tioning now’ If they were, it was the busi- 
ness of the House to provide the nachinery, 
and that machinery wae assed for in the bill. 
At the present moment what they had before 
them was the best the Government could do. 
Ht might not be necessary to use that ma- 
chinery—the fact that they had it might be 

ient 


sufficient. 

De with the City of Dublin, Mr. Cos- 
grave said that the rates were paid promptly ; 
there was a fine civic spirit in the city; in. 
come tax and debts were paid, and there were 
very few decrees outstanding in Dublin. 


RUMOURS. 


It was rumoured in certain places outside 
this country that there was no use in giving 
credit to business people in Ireland. Every- 
body knew what a danger there was in that 
idea and how it would affeet them with the 
bonds that wonld have to be issued when 

would have to provide for land purchase 
or other State purposes. It wonld have to be 
shown to these lé thet a pérson obtaining 
a decree in Irish courts would get prompt 
payment provided the person against whom

Weather and Health. 


It has not been supposed that. the public 
health is greatly affected by weather 
changes. An increase or diminution of 
heat and. cold, sunshine and fog, rain 
or. drought, was regarded as only a 
slight factor in the health of the com- 
munity The falseness of this view is 
proved by some remarkable statistics which 
have been furnished to The Times by a 
medical correspondent., The figures cover 
deaths and notifications of infectious 
diseases during the second week im 
January of the years 1922 and 1923. The 
summer of 1921, it will be remembered, 
was one of the hottest and driest on 
record; that of 1922 was one of the 
wettest. On the other hand, the autunin 
and winter of 1921 were raw and wet, while 
the autumn and winter of 1922 were fine 
and mild. London's death-rate in the 
second week of January, 1922, was nearly 
thirty-two per thousand; in the second 
week of the present month it was thirteen 
per thousand. Infant mortality fell ‘from 
107 per thousand to sixty-five. The figures 
for _ bronchial diseases are still more 
striking. Bronchitis, which accounted for 
327 deaths in the 1922 period, fell to 109. 
The figures are given for ive other diseases, 
and in every case there were fewer deaths 
in the 1923 week than in the 1922 period. 
In the case of three notifiable diseases 
1,464 cases were notified in the 1922 period 
and 504 in the second week of ‘the present 
month. . The value of fine weather as a 
substitute for the doctor is thus proved 
conclusively. The moral is: make ‘the 
most of it when it comes, and, when it 
does not come, take no -liberties with its 
inferior substitute. 


Gary’s Guilt.

NEW ENGLISH COAL- 
FIELDS. 


SIR HALFORD MacKINDER’S 
FORECAST. 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

Developments destined to change the face 
of industrial England and to lead to a redis- 
tribution of the population were foreshadowed 
to-night by Sir Halford MacKinder, at the 
London School of Economics. 

Sir Halford was dehvering the first of a 
series of eight lectures on ' Changing Geo- 
graphical Values,” and he envisaged de- 
velopments he considered likely in the. future 
from the opening up of new ceal and iron 
fields. Some of the British coalfields. he 
pointed out, were nearly exhausted, but other 
coal and iron fields were still in the initial 
stages of exploitation. As a consequence the 
boundaries of industrial England were ad- 
‘Wancing over new ground, and the greater 
Grban areas seomed hkely to change their 
relative importance. 

Sir Halford referred to the changes that 
are likely to come about aa a result of the 
development of the enormous coal area known 
to exist in South Yorkshire and in Notting- 
ham, and the opening up of iron mines in 
Nottinghamshire and North Lincolnshire. 

Coal, free from faults and easily and cheaply 
worked by modern methods, had been shown 
to extend over hundreds of square miles in 
South Yorkshire and Nottingham. Fast of 
this was a line of iron deposits in North 
Lincolnshire. There was also no certainty as 
to the extent southwards of the Leicester- 
shire coalfield 
ay South 
ham there was sufficient 
sure an output of ten or twelve 
million tons a year for over four hundred 
years. In the next few years we could easily 
spend £20,000,000 of capital in the opening 
up of collieries in this area. 

One result of the development would be an

means of putting out the flames, and the 
vehicles were reduced to charred skeletons.

SENATE’S POWERS.

RIGHT TO APPOINT STAFF 
ASSERTED. 

Lord Glenavy asserted the independence of 
the Senate yesterday when he described the 
circumstances in which Major-General Dalton 
was appointed Clerk to the House. 

He explained that the Committee which 
was appointed to report on the staff that was 
necessary exceeded its duty by nominating a 
clerk and ‘an assistant elerk. He and the vice- 
chairman joined the Committee, and the 
matter was discussed again. Mr. Cosgrave 
sent for him, and claimed that the power of 
appointing officials did not lie with the 
Senate, but with the Ministry, and that in 
the exercise of that power Major-General 
Dalton had been appointed Clerk of the 
Senate. 

Lord Glenavy and his colleagues disputed 
this claim, and secured an undertaking from 
Mr. Cosgrave that the Senate should be master 
of its own house—that its power to appoint 
and dismiss its own servants should be abso- 
lute. In view of Mr. Cograve’s “‘ difficult 
position,” however, the Committee interviewed 
General Dalton, and, being satisfied that he 
had qualifications for the post, approved the 
appointment. The salary. suggested by Mr. 
Cosgrave, however, was reduced. . It was with 
some surprise, therefore, said Lord Glenavy, 
that he read the speech in which Mr. Cosgrave 
said last Friday that he doubted whether the 
Senate had power to make appointments. 

Several members of the Senate spoke in 
support of the Chairman, and ‘it was agreed 
that the House could not tolerate any inter- 
ference with its privileges. 

In the Deil the main business was the second 
reading of the Enforcement of Law Bill.

TURKS DEMAND BODIES 
SHOULD BE MOVED. 

The sitting of the Sub-Commission on Graves 
to-day (Wednesdav) was made the occasion of 
a demand by the Turks that, in certain cases, 
we should dig up the bodtes of our dead at 
Gallipoli. 
The British delegation pointed out that we 
have in that zone nineteen cemeteries where 
lie the bodies of our men. representing very 
heavy. losses, and we aimply be 
allowed to take over that area 
The British delegation emphasised that the 
Turks not only declined this, but that they 
had also gone back on the question of other 
cemeteries, declaring that the latter must be 
made smaller. 
‘They had the audacity that we 
should dig up our bedies and hury them else- 
where. We entirely refuse íor one moment to 
disturb our dead.”’ 

“ As regards theré “being a neceasity to 
form pew cemeteries in tlie case of isolated 
gvaves being centralised—that is a subject for 
discussion. On the other question we refuse 
to budge.”’ 

Such is the attitude of the British Delega- 
tion on this question, and accordingly the 
Turks were intormed to-day that we are in 
occupation of Gallipoli, and until the sanctity 
of the graves is assured we refuse to move. 

The British Delegation declared that it wag 

a monstrous thing that while Turkey wae 
getting back what she had lost she shouid 
make such. a demand as this, and flatly re 
fused to discuss the subject. Moreover, the 
tritish claim will be made an integral paré 
of the Treaty.

ANOTHER DEATH AT ‘A 
LEVEL CROSSING. 


In the Northern King’s Beach Division at | 


Belfast, yesterday, before Mr. Justice Brown 
and a common jury, Jane Creeth, as ad- 
ministratrix, on behalf of herself and three 
children, also a grandchild, brought an 
aclión against the Midland Railway (N.C.C.) 
to recover dama for the death of George 
Creeth, her husband, who was. killed, as 
alleged, through “the negligenée of the de- 
fendants or their servants at Monkstown level 
crossihg on the 9th January, 1922. The de- 
fendants denied that they had been guilty of 
auy negligence, and alleged contributory negli- 
ence. bái 

in stating the case, Mr. M‘Gonigal,”K.L., 
said that George. Creeth was killed when he 
was crossing over the railway line at Monks- 
town Halt. An express train came through 
and struck him with such force that be was 
thrown against the stationmaster’s house. 
Subsequently the stationmaster and a porter 
found his dead body sixteen yards further up 
the line. Counsel said that Creeth had been 
a plasterer, employed by the Whiteabbey 
Bleaching Company, and he had been earning 
35 a week. This night was dark when he 
was going home. The train came through 
without blowing a whistle, there was no 
porter at the little crossing gates, and, having 
regard to all the circumstances, they alleged 
that his death was due to the negligence of 
the defendants or their servants.

GIFT TO MEMBERS 
COONEYITE SECT. 


A number of cheques which had been paid 
to members of the Cooneyite sect were men- 
tioned during the hearing of a suit in the 
Chancery Division of the Northern High 
Court yesterday. The plaintiff was Joseph 
Brown, and the defendants were Robert 
Brown, Minnie Turkington, and William 
Harvey. 

At the previous day's hearing it was stated 
that James Brown, of Ballyhaskin, Millisle, 
Co. Down, died intestate and unmarried on 
28th April, 1921, and that he was possessed 
of, or entitled to, £1,600. It was eged by 
the plaintiff that about a fortnight before 
James Brown's death, when he was incapable 
of understanding or transacting any business, 
the defendants took possession of the monies 
belonging to him. 

In his defence, Robert Brown contended 
that prior to 14th April, 1921, there was 
standing in the joint names of James Brown 
and the .defendant, Robert Brown, in the 
Ulster Bank, a sum of £1,500, of which £900 
yas the money of James Brown and £400 of 
Robert Brown. On the 16th April, 1921, 

~ James Brown, in writing, directed the de- 
fendant—Robert Brown—to pay certain sums 
of money to persons homed, which the de- 
fendant undertook to do. The persons to 
benefit were Robert Brown, Minnie Turking- 
ton, Edward Tarkington, Edie Giles, Edward 
Cooney, Cissie Lesley, William Harvey and 
Joseph Brown. Similar defences were filed by 
.Harvey and Turkington. 

The plaintiff and defendant, Rebert Brown, 
are brothers of the deceased man; Minnie 
Turkington is housekeeper to Robert Brown; 
and William Harvey is a weaver, belonging 
to Newtownards, Turkington and Harvey are 
stated to be members of the Cooneyite sect. 

HOUSEKEEPER’S EVIDENCE. 

Minnie. Turkington, who had been house- 
keeper for Robert and James Brown, told the 
Court how James told her to get paper and 
write out a will, and she was sure that he 
used the words, ' The above sums to be paid 
during my lifetime.’ Afterwards, when Mr. 
Cooney called, James instructed her to make 
out a cheque for him for £100, and Robert 
signed it. The next day James asked her 
to make out all the cheques, and she did so, 
and Robert signed them. 

Answering further questions, the witness 
said that it was at James's invitation that she 
first attended meetings in connection with the 
Cooneyite sect.

He 
is, to A certain extent right in these two 
statements, but, from my knowledge of 
America between 1880 and 1900, I can add 
some of the reasons of the failure. Gould 
did ‘not ran his railroads as commercial enter- 
prises to make a profit on the capital spent 
in building them. He ran them for his stock- 
jobbing purposes. 

The Vanderbilt railroads were run on 4 
different system. ey wefe run to make 
profit on the capital invested, and they had 
practical men to manage them. When | 
went to Minnesota in the rr 1880 I bought 
20,000 acres of prairie land from the Chicago 
and North-Western Railroad Company for a 
colonisation company. At that time Mr. 
Hugitt’ was the general manager of the line, 
and I found him &4 marvellous business man. 
I heard that he had begun life as a boy to 
clean carriage windows, but I cannot vouch 
for that. In after years he became chairman 
of the board of directors. How different are 
our Irish boards of directors! 

Mr. Young advocéites competition between 
rival companies, and cites those in the 
United States. “This is well known to be the 
weakness of the American railroads. I have 
seen two companies making lines through 
the unsettled prairies in Minnesota, running 
from East to West ‘within ten miles of each 
other.’ Of course, that was pure waste of 
capital or—as that is an unpopular word— 
of propérty, Whether property should belong 
to the State or to individuals has nothing to 
say to the want of wisdom in destroying pro- 
perty, as is now done in Ireland, or wasting it 
on uséléts work, as was often done in 
America. America, being a new country, full 
of natutal advantages, was able to afford the 
waste of property; but Ireland cannot afford 
the destruction which is now gomg on. 

In America the system of competition be- 
twéen railroads, was possible, as it was a new 
country, with land very cheap; but in Ire- 
land it would be Simply impossible. Railways 
in Ireland must be s monopoly. Some say 
that on that account they should be managed 
by the State, and others say that they should 
be united and managed by one rd. The 
EE system of such a large number of 

ards of directors, whose personal interests 
are not in the railways that the; manage, is 
evidently absurd. Jt is bad for the share- 
holders, bad for the users of the line, and, 
therefore, bad for the general public, aa fi 
increases the cost of eyerything which the

But, with 
all good-will to any movement which will 
vg the happiness and efficiency of Irish 
ife, let us not sacrifice the essentials of a 
wider education for any mere local aim or for

' Previously,”’ continued Mr. Clark, '“ the 
risoner had called at the offices of the Irish 
istress Committee and claimed to have served 
in the Indian Army. He said he had obtained 
a commission in the Intelligence Department 
and had been made a general. 

“The prisoner told the Committee that he 
went to Ireland in 1919, and was kidnapped 
by the LL. R.A. in May, 1922, and held prisoner 
for five months. 

“On being released he was allowed to go to 
Dablin to make some arrangements about 
property, but again, in October, he was kid- 
napped and robbed of £862. After being de- 
tained for a few hours he was released on the 
condition that he left Ireland that night. 

‘* Prisoner asserted that he was then warned 
that if he did not do so he would be shot. As 
a consequence he had arrived in England, 
almost penniless, and had spent a night on the 
Embankment, and in St. Martin’s Church, 
Trafalgar square. He asked for financial as- 
sistance from the Committee. 

“Not one of these statements was true,” 
ssid counsel. ‘He was not an object of 
sympathy as he represented, hut had invented 
this tall story in order to deceive the Com. 
mittee.’’ 

After evidence had been called, Carnac went 
into the witness box. He said that he served 
in the Indian Army, and that he obtained the 
rank of Lieutenant-General in the Mexican 
Army. 

Thumping the side of the witness box he 
told his story of what occurred in Ireland. 

“I went to Ireland,”’ he said, “ with bitter 
hatred in My heart against England. I had 
suffered a devilish, hellish wrong at the hands 
of the Government and the police, and I went 
out and took service with the Irish people, 
the Sinn Feiners. I did all I conld, and used 
every particle of influence to assist them, and 
volunteered for all kinds of dangerous work 
to ensure an absolate Republic. 

“When there was a conspiracy to assassinate 
Michae: Collins and Arthur Griffith I with- 
drew. I stopped that assassi 
arrested me as a traitor, and one Man noticed 
that I wore a ring bearing a certain symbol. 
He gaid: * That is devil worship.’ I knocked 
him down.” (Laughter.) i 

Without retiring the jury. found the defen- 
dant guilty on the two remaining counts. 

Mr. Perciva) Clark said that from inquiries 
made by Detective-Sergeant Vincent and De- 
tective Martin, the police had ascertained that 
the prisoner, who was born in Punjab, India, 
enlisted in 1898 in the Royal Field Artillery. 
In 1903 he was discharged as medically unfit. 

His character and conduct while serving in 
the Army were described as had—in fact there 
were about thirty convictions against him for 
small offences. 

On one occasion the prisoner went to the 
Irish Self-Determination League office in 
Shaftesbury avenue, and, declaring that he 
had worked for the Sinn Fein canse and had 
been badly treated by the British Government, 
obtained Money from them. 

“It is fraud all the way through,” added 
Mr. Clark. 

Dr. East, Medical Officer of Brixton Prison, 
raid that on reception at the prison Carnac 
was undoubtedly suffering from the effects 
of drugs. His addiction to the habit 
probably originated from asthma. It was 
probable that long taking of morphia would 
deaden his moral sense.

ALL AGREE. 


Mr. Hogan (Minister of Agriculture) said 
that every one agreed with the principle of 
the bill. Deputy Magennis had drawn a pic- 
ture of the a“ rn man against whom 
there was a decree for income tax, but if this 
bill were passed he would be in exactly the 
same position up to the decree as he would be

There was no teason for taking a jaundiced 
view of the measure.

They wanted to get the law 
functioning, and the real danger did not lie 
in drastic power being given to the sheriff, 
but in the campaign of lawlessness that was 
being waged all over the country. The coun- 
try must go on, and its work must be 
done; people must sel] their goods and be 
able to recover their debts. Everybody knew 
that under the old law the sub-sheriff could 
commit a large number of wrongs, which no 
law could prevent. In this case there was 
absolutely no reason or argument put forward 
to show that a sheriff was likely to exceed his 
powers. . 

They knew that every dodge was being 
used to prevent the execution of the law in 
the country, and for that reason they were 
prepared to give absolutely drastic powers to 
the sheriff and sub-sheriff, and to trust him 
and his officers to see that these powers were 
not used except in the interests of-law and 
order.

When the Rathdown Union Guardians de- 
cided to convert their union into a district 
hospital, they approached the Dublin Union 
to. secure the admission of 120 inmates. An 
agreement was entered into on March 10th, 
1920, whereby the Dublin Guardians agreed 
to receive in and relieve in the Dublin Union 
Workhouse all destitute persons cther 
than the sick. entitled by law to relief, in 
the Rathdown Union Workhouse. In April of 
1920, 120 inmates of the Rathdown Union 
were sent to the Dublin Workhouse; 54 of. 
these were subsequently taken back by the 
Rathdown County Home. At the moment 
there are 66 inmates remaining in the Dublin 
Union. While the agreement calculated for an 
establishment charge rate of 2s. 6d. per head, 
the figures had really worked out at something 
like 6s., and fluctuated each year. ! 

Mr Stafford. who proposed the resolution, 
said that the Dublin Board, instead of put- 
ting obstacles in the Rathdown Guardians’ 
way, facilitated them to the extent of taking 
these le at a loss to the ratepayers of 
something like £1,200 per year. The establish- 
ment charge had come up to 6s. 6d. per head 
per week. 

Mrs. Evans seconded the resolution.

THE BANK’S HUGE FIGURES. 


(he ordinary. general meeting of the share- 
holders of the Condon Joint City and Mid- 
land Bank. Limited was held at the Cannon 
street Hotel, London, E.C. 4, on Wednesday, 
the 24th day of January, 1935, for the par- 
pose’ of receiving the report and balance 
sheet, declaring a dividend, electing directors 
and auditors, and transacting other ordinary 
business. 

The Chairman (the Right Hon. R&R, 
McKenna) said:—My Lords, Ladies and 
(}entlemen,—In presenting the balance sheet 
and report of the directors for the past year 
| shall, in accordance with the usual practice, 
give you the figures necessary to enable you 

lorm an opinion uj) vn the work of 
the Bank. which covers a field wide 
enough to give a faithful reflection 
of the country’s condition as a whole. 
Although there is evidence of recovery in 
general trade, the improvement as yet is only 
partial, and we are still confronted with a 
terrible problem in. the large amount of un- 
employment. One of the causes of our trade 
depression is the political and economic state 
of Europe; another, but more obscure cause, 
is the restrictive influence of financial de- 
flation. Before I deal with the particular 
subject of our own Bank I should like, with 
permission, to say something on the 
general question of foreign trade and on the 
effect of financial policy upon trade revival. 


VITAL IMPORTANCE OF FOREIGN 
TRADE. 

Our commerce is distinguished from that 
of any other country by ite large proportion 
of foreign trade, which, it is safe to say, 
hefore the War absorbed one-third of the 
abour of our people, whether in production, 
transport or clerical work. Although the 
proportion may be somewhat less to-day, this 
trade is still of vital importance to us. It 

ndeed a commonplace that under our 
existing organisation we cannot keep our 
inda@stries in full employment unless we sell a 
very considerable part of our production in 
foreign markets. In the modern world this is 
true to some extent of every country, but 
with us foreign trade has such exceptional 
importance ‘that anything which restricts it 
must deeply affect our national prosperity. 


THE BREAKDOWN IN EUROPE. 

lf we begin by comparing our present 
loxpign trade with that of the last pre-war 
year we find that the values of imports and 
exports for the twelve months ending Septem- 
ber, 1922, the latest date for,which we have 
the figures in detdil, show a considerable 
increase over those of 1913. But if we are to 
have a tpue standard of comparison we must 
make proper allowance for the reduced value 
of money, and in the few figures I shall quote 
| have taken the values of 1922 on the basis of 
commodity prices current in 1913. On this 
basis retained imports show a decline of 19 
per cent. and exports of British production 
of ód per cent. Let us now look 
a little more closely at the drop 
in Our exports and examine where our foreign 
market has been curtailed. Dividing the 
countries which take our goods into three main 
categories, in the first we have the countries 
of Central and Eastern Europe, our exports to 
which have declined 62 per cent. The second 
yroup includes all other foreign countries, 
which took 30 per cent. less of our products 
in 1922: than in 1913; and the third group 
consists of the British Empire overseas, to 
which our exports fell 29 per cent. 

In the existing state of Lurope we may feel 
little surprise at the great decline of our trade 
with the Central and Eastern Euro n 
countries; but the remarkable falling off in 
our exports to other foreign countries and to 
British possessions does not admit of so ob- 
vious an explanation. It is, indeed, sometimes 
urged that until Burope is restored we: should 
look to a development of our Imperial trade 
in order to make good our losses in the Euro- 
pean markets. But it appears that 
though our Imperial trade s suffered 
less than our foreign trade, it has 
still been gravely impaired, and so far 
from reducing our loss sn itself contributed 
to it. A very brief study of the general course 
of foreign trade will show that whatever 
injures it in one part of the world has its 
reaction elsewhere, and that any confident 
hopes, based on the comparatively small pro- 
portion of our pre-war exports to stricken 
Europe, are not well founded. We shall find 
that the. commercial breakdown in Central 
and Kastern Europe ig not oply destructive 
of our markets there, but myst hamper our 
export trade more or less all the werld over. 
(Applause.) 

INTERDEPENDENCE OF 

TRADE, . 

Let us consider, for instance| the trade which 
this country carried on with! its two largest 
customers, India and Germahy, in the year 
1915. We sold to India goods of the value of 
£70 millions, and we received from her goods 
valued at £36 millions. According to the 
current phrase, in our dealings with India 
we had a favourable balance of £34 millions. 
Ín the same year our exports to Germany were 
valued’at £41 millions, and-our imports from 
that country at £76 millions. Here we had an 
onfavourable balance of £35 millions. lf 
for the purpose of foreign trade we were to 
take India and Germany together as one 
group, then, in dealing with this group our 
imports and exports in 1913 almost balanced. 
It was only an accident that there was this 
close approximation, but we were certain to 
find some approach towards equality. Look- 
ing at the figures of trade tween India 
and Germany in that year, we see that 
India’s exports to Germany were £27 mil- 
lions, and her imports from that country 
£7 millions. India had an excess of 
exports to Germany of £20 millions, and the 
surplus she thus obtained provided her with 
the means of paying for British goods. 

I have given here a very simple illustration 
of triangular trade, but if we follow our 
external trade through its whole course, we 
shall find everywhere the same condition 
of interdependence i

between nations. We 
suffer a real and very severe loss by the 
breakdown in Europe, and I am afraid 
some of the arguments which have 
been used to minimise it have little solid 
foundation, It has been said for inat&nce that 
the figures of our exports of manufactured 
goods in 1913 show that the proportion of this 
class of commodity taken by the European 
countries now in an unsettled condition was 
even smaller than the proportion they took 
of our exporte of all kinds, and it is argued 
that as our industry benefits most from our 
export of manufactured goods, it will be 
ee re cow by an extension of our 
imperial and South American markets, where 
our manufactures have been readily imported, 
to make good the loss we now suffer from the 
condition of Europe. But this view of our 
trade leaves a very important consideration 
out of sight. To t extent should we have 
to lend the money to our Imperia] and South 
American customers to uil, thom to pay 
for our manufactures? If we lent more, we 
should sell more. But we cannot conduct our 
export trade entirely on this basis; in kz 
part at any rate our exports are needed 
furnish us with the means of paying for our 
imports. ‘We did not lend much to Europe 
before the War and our exports to 
that Continent cannot be replaced by -xporte 
which represent the proceeds of our own 
] 


oans. 
DEVELOPMENT OF DOMESTIC TRADE. 
The restoration of the European market is, 
indeed, of the greatest importance to us, but 
the cendition of Europe is due to causes 
which, in the main, are beyond our present 
control. Wise policy on our part may, and 
I believe in course of .time will, have an 
ameliorative effect, but it is not in our power 
to enforce such conditions as are indispensable 
to the recovery of general European pros- 
ity. When, however, we turn to our 
ome trade we find ourselyes masters in our 
own house. Here we are more fortunate in 
the fact that the fundamental conditions are 


not unfavourable. The relations between 
capital and labour are on a far better footing 
than they were two or three years ago. 
war illusions have been dispelled and there 
is a general disposition to face realities. The 
public have a wider recognition of the neces- 
sity. for national economy, of the crushing 
effect of excessive taxation on industry, 
and of the need for greater production. 
In these circumstances it is not merely 

ssible for us to get back to the pre-war level 
bat we may perhaps look for a further de- 
velopment of our domestic trade so as to make 
up for part of the foreign decline. It is in 
this sphere that our best hope lies, and it is 
here that we may find a wise direction of 
financial policy of the greatest avail. (Hear, 


hear. 
RESTRICTIVE INFLUENCE OF 
DEFLATION. 

In speaking of financial policy let me say 
at once that I am not referring to that ex- 
pressed in the annual Budget. The policy I 
am discussing now has nothing to do with the 
imposition or remission of taxes. It deals with 
such questions as the issue and rate of 
Treasury bills, the funding of floating debt, 
the issue of Treasury Bonds and other kindred 
matters, In recent years this policy has been 
frankly one of gradual deflation. . its respon- 
sible authors have defended it upon what they 
deem grounds of sound Treasury finance, and 
the opinions which have guided them deserve 
the greatest respect. If there were no other 
considerations to bear in mind, if under 
existing conditions the ends aimed at 
could in fact be achieved, if all we 
had to suffer from the medicine administered 
to us was a temporary inconvenience, we 
might perhaps accept the policy without com- 
plaint. But we cannot leave its influence upon 
trade and employment out of sight. Though 
not obvious and immediate it is none the less 
certain, and if we are to form a sound judg- 
ment upon this policy as a whole we must 
view it in its full consequences, 

In discussing the question of deflation I feel 
that I must begin with an apology. We are 
all familiar with the phenomenon of great 
trade activity arising from a speculative boom 
and we have all been taught to understand its 
fleeting and illusory nature.” We realise that 
great social evils spring from the soaring 
prices which accompany it; we kKhow that the 
inevitable reaction sweeps away the swollen 
profits as rapidly as they were made; we 
recognise the intimate connection between 
speculative excitement and credit inflation ; 
and we justly condemn any financial 

licy which has an inflationary effect. 

ut when we turn our attention to the in- 
fluence of deflation upon trade and employ- 
ment we have no familiar body of accepted 
opinion to guide us. People are apt indeed 
to start with a preconceived idea that defia- 
tion must be meritorious since it is the reverse 
of inflation, and that, even though it be 
injurious to trade, we may find consolation 
in its superior virtue. Deflation however as 
a financial policy has no more to recommend it 
than inflation, the truth being that what we 
need to ensure healthy and prosperous trade 
conditions is stability in the value of money. 
My apology is due to you because any dis- 
cussion “gó deflation cannot fail to be highly 
technical, and I am obliged in conseguence 
to ask you for an exceptional degree of 
patience in listening to me. (Hear, hear.) 


EFFECT ON PURCHASING POWER. 

It is necessary for me in the first place to 
call your attention to certain figures. At the 
close of 1921 the total deposits in British and 
Irish banks were £2, millions and the 
estimated currency in the hands of the public 
was £370 millions. Ii we add together 
these figures we arrive at the pur- 
chasing power of the public, = total 
of £2,900 millions. At the close of last year 
the estimated deposits stood at £2,350 
millions, the estimated currency in the hands 
of the public gt £350 millions, aad purchas- 
ing power at £2,700 millions, a reduction in 
echasine wer in the course of the year cf 
just over £200 millions. i ' 

Any decfíne in bank deposits, which stand 


' as liabilities in the balance sheet, 1. ust be set 


off on the other side by a reduction of assets. 
What changes have there been in the assets 
of the banks in the coufse of the year? The 
figures for all British and Irish banks are not 
yet available; but I can give them for the 
London Clearing Banks, and these will suffice 
for the present purpose. There as been a 
very large reduction in bills, which have 
dropped by no less than £130 millions. Cash 
and money at call are lower by £25 millions, 
and loans and advances are down by £30 
millions; but on the other hand investments 
have increased by £50 millions. An examina- 
tion of these figures show us that the fall in 
deposits, which in the case of the Clearing 
Banks was £135 millions, has been due to the 
great reduction in bills, and in particular in 
Treasury Bills. In the course of the year 
the Government paid off Treasury Bills to an 
amount of over £300 millions, of which the 
banks held between £100 and £200 millions. 
Here we see a decline in deposits related to 
a reduction in the Treasury Bills held by the 
banks. The operation’ was in truth a 
measure of deflation effected in pursuance 
of a declared poljcy, and resulting in a total 
reduced purchasing power of £200 millions. 


EFFECT ON TRADE AND EMPLOYMENT. 

Now, what is the effect of a decline in 
purchasing power upon trade and employ- 
ment? “ 

To answer this question we must bear in 
mind the relation between purchasing power 
and the price level of commodities. Price 
varies with three factors~amount of pur- 
chasing power, amount of purchasabie com- 
modities, and the rate at which the pur- 
chasing power is exercised, which we may 
call velocity of expenditure. If purchasing 

wer declines, then until there is a change 
in the amount of purchasable commodities or 
in the velocity of expenditure, prices will 
fall. But when prices begin to fall, 
manufacturers and traders who have bought 
raw materials and stock at the higher level 
are faced with a loss and are compelled to 
restrict their operations. Fewer orders are 
given, trade declines, and unemployment 
rows. Thus the immediate effect of a re- 
uced purchasing power is diminished trade 
and increased unemployment. If at this stage 
we made no further effort to deflate, trade 
would soon recover. With a diminished pro- 
duction, purchasable commodities would be 
reduced in amount; at the lower prices the 
velocity of expenditure would tend to 
accelerate; and trade would become active 
again. But if, whenever there are signs of 
trade recovery, a fresh dose of deflation is 
administered, we may prolong the depression 


for an indefinite period. 


THE BURDEN OF THE NATIONAL DEBT. 
I have shown here as briefly as I can the 

direct relation between a policy of deflation 
and trade depression. ith regard to 
the trade depression from which we 
are now sufferi I know it is con- 
tended that, painful as the consequences 
may be, we-are really only going through 
@ period of unavoidable lassitude after the 
fever of the preceding years, and that we 
shall emerge from it in a far healthier condi- 
tion, with prices definitely established on a 
lower level. I cannot help thinking, how- 
ever, that this is a mistaken view of the 
possible results of deflation. It leaves out of 
account the budgetary difficulties which must 
confront the Chancellor of the Exchequer. <A’ 
drop in prices leads to a decline in profits, 
án tly in national revenue. It 
will be ily appreciated that if prices were 
to go back to the pre-war level no Chancellor 
balance his budget. An examination 

of the figures will show this at once. The 
charge in of our National Debt Jast 
year amo to £332 millions, and income 
tax at a rate of 5s. in the £, together with 


the proceeds of -tax, raised sufficient 
revenue to meet the whole of it. But if we |

get, back to the 1915 prices and value of 
money, We shall get back also to the 1915 
national income and yield of income tax, on 
which basis a rate of over 8s. in the 
£ would be required to meet the annual 
charge for de alone. Lower prices 
increase the real burden of the fixed 
charges on the national revenue, which in in- 
terest on debt and war sions amount to 
£425 millions this year. If last year’s policy 
of deflation is continued we may find our- 
selves within measureable distance of being 
forced into the opposite and dangerous policy 
of inflation by the inability of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer to meet his e diture 
without having recourse to borrowing. (Hear, 


hear.) 

DEFLATIONARY POLICY REVIEWED. 
In speaxing two years ago on we 

policy in relation to trade Í felt justified in 

saying that any attempt to carry through a 

policy of deflation could only end in the 


employment. At that time such a policy had 
anal ‘recolved public official sanction. The 
Bank rate, which had been raised to 7 per 
cent. in 1920, remained at that level for a 
year, and Treasury bills continued on tap at 
$ per cent. during almost the 
whole period. Already by the autumn 
of 1920 trade showed such a serious 
decline that we might have expected 
a lower Bank and Treasury Bill rate, but the 
exigencies of deflationary policy demanded a 
continuance of dear money. Unhappily em- 
ployment decreased month by month as this 
policy was enforced. In April, 1920, the re- 
cords of the Employment Exchanges showed 
that we had 348,000 unemployed; by March, 
1921, the total of unemployed had risen to 


»506,000. ; 

The deflationary policy pursued in 1922, 
though far less obvious and far less drastic 
in its methods than that of 1920 and 1921, 
was bound to be not less certain in its re- 
sults. Noone has any difficulty in understand- 
ing that a high Bank and Treasury Bill rate, 
maintained for a very long period, cannot 
fail to depress trade; but the task of relating 
cause aa effect is very much harder in the 
case of the more modest deflationary effort of 
jast year, which consisted in the weekly offer 
of Treasury Bonds. It must indeed appear 
almost fantastic to allege that the conversion 
of a Treasury Bill into a Treasury Bond 
may have an adverse influence upon employ- 
ment. And yet if we direct#our attention to 
the actual course of events I believe we shall 
find the argument to be well founded. 

Let us go back to July, 1921, when the 
Treasury Bills outstanding were over £1,200 
millions, and the first issue of 55 per cent. 
Treasury Bonds was made. At that time 
Treasury Bills were largely held by the 
public as well as by Government departments, 
the banks, and the money market. In the 
course of the ensuing nine months the Trea- 
sury Bill rate fell from about 5 per cent. to 
less than 24 per cent.; most of the Treasury 
Bills held by the public were allowed to run 
off, and the proceeds were invested in gilt- 
edged securities carrying a higher rate of in- 
terest. We.all remember the consequent great 
rise which took place in those seourities. The 
Government found the means to pay off the 
Treasury Bills partly by the sale of Treasury 
Bonds and partly out of the surplus of 
revenue over expenditure. By April, 1922, 
over £400 millions of Treasury Bills had been 
repaid, and nearly £400 millions of Treasury 
Bonds had been sold. In effect what had 
happened was that the public had 
changed their investments from one form of 
Government security to anothir. There had 
been some poe off of Treasury Bills held 
by the banks, which had used the money to 
buy the very remunerative Treasury Bonds, 
but the action of the public was the main- 
spring of the movement. 

We come next to a time when the public 
had ceased to hold any notable amount of 
Treasury Bills, which were then almost all, 
as they are to-day, in the hands of the public 
departments and the banks or money market. 
The problem which now confronts us is: what 
happens if the Government continue to offer 
Treasury Bonds for the purpose of obtaining 
funds with which to pay off Treasury Bills 
held by the banks? We shall deal with the 
problem more easily if we consider it in 
relation to a particular case. 


SALE OF TREASURY BONDS TO 
PUBLIC, ' 

Let us suppose that’ a member of the 
ms: who has £10,000 on deposit in his 

ank ready for investment, applies for that 
amount of Treasury Bonds. He will draw off his 
deposit of £10,000 and pay the money into 
the Bank of “England to the credit of the 
Government, In his own bank the accounts 
will now show £10,000 iess on deposit ard 
£10,000 less cash. Next suppose the Govern- 
ment use this money to pay off a Treasury 
Bill and that the Bill is held by the same 
bank. Clearly the bank’s aceounte will then 
show £10,000 increase in cash and £10,000 
reduction in Bills. If now we put the two 
transactions together the final result of the 
double operation will be, first, t*at 
the bank’s deposits and bills will 
each be reduced by £10,000, and, secondly, 
that the Government will owe £10,000 on a 
Treasury Bond instead. of £10,000 on a 
Treasury Bill. -To the uninitiated it must look 
as if deposits, and therefore purchasing power, 
to the amount of £10,000 had been spirited out 
of existence, but there is no mystery about the 
proceeding. I have already called your atten. 
tion to the published figures of the banks, 
which show a reduction of Many millions last 
"year both in deposits and in bills, and we 
have here a sufficient explanation of the 
reduced deposits. It is merely an illustration 
of the axiom that every bank loan creates a 
deposit and .every repayment of a bank loan 
destroys one. (Applause. ) 

Some one may intervene with an 
objection which must be answered. In the 
example I have given the bank would have 
less deposits than before, but the same 
amount of cash. It might, therefore, be 
objected that the bank would have more 
than its usual proportion of cash, and would 
be in a position to make fresh loans and ‘so 
re-create its lost deposits. In reply, let me 
remind you that in actual practice the im- 
mediate use made by a bank of its surplus 
cesh is to lend it to the money market. With 
additional resources available the discount 
brokers and other customers of the Bank of 
England are able to pay off loans borrowed 
from that bank, and every such repayment 
not only cancels a deposit, but also cancels an 
equal amount of bank cash. Thus, just as 
when inflation is in process, loans by banks 
lead to an increase of tborrowing from 
the Bank of England and an in- 
crease of bank cash, so when deflation is 
in action loans from: the Bank of England 
are paid off and bank cash is reduced. 

Returning to the subject of Treasury Bonds 
we will next consider what would happen if 
no offer were made of them to the public. In 
that case the intending investor of £10,000 
would be obliged to find some other use for 
his money. He might apply for some new 
issue of debentures or shares, or he might 
purchase some existing security, whether a 
Government. or an industria] issue. It is un- 
necessary to enumerate all the possible forms 
of investment, but it will be observed that in 
every case the investor’s money would merely 
change hands. It would pass into the posses- 
sion of the vendor of the security, who would 
pay the money into his bank, and there would 
be no reduction in bank deposits unless it 
were used to pay off a bank loan. Purchasing 
power would not be diminished; there would 
be no less demand for commodities and no 
fewer orders would be given. 


CONTRADICTORY POLICIES, 


It is obvious that the first move- 
ment in trade comes from giving an 
order. ‘rade is set going by the expendi- 
ture of money, whether it be on goods for 
immediate consumption or on goods which are 
to be used in further production, such as plant 
and machinery. The argument in justifica- 
tion of the Trade Facilities Act, that by its 
assistance traders can do business which 
would otherwise have been beyond their pre- 
sent capacity, is a recognition of the need, 
when we are suffering gravely from unem- 
ployment, to do what we can to promote the 
giving of orders. But, as we 
seen, the issue of Treasury Bonds

reduces purchasing power 

to restrict orders. in the course of 
last year two diametrically opposed policies 
have been pursued at the same time. In one 
case the paramount necessity to give a fillip 
to trade was recognised and Government 
credit was used for the purpose; in the other 
the public were invited to invest their savings 
in a way which deprives se of its natural 
stimulus. We know the defence of the first 
policy, the need to.absorb our yast numbers 
of unemployed; it remains for me to state 
the peer: advanced in defence of the 
second. 


DIVERGENCE BETWEEN AMERICAN 
ga AND reir yp pe oh ; 

© primary ground on which a policy of 
bas cis is recommended is that it 
raises the exchange value of the pound sterling 
in relation to the dollar and hastens our re- 
turn to the gold standard.

We had a 
pe Se “cg s in 1920 and 
921 when the United tes adopted de- 
flationary methods in concert with our own 
financial authorities. There were consider- 
able fluctuations in the dollar rate during this 
period, but in April, 1920, when our Spank 
rate was raised to 7 per cent., the dollar stood 
at 3.88, and eighteen months later, after 
America had bro adrift from this policy, 
the exchange was nearly the same. Since the 
late summer of 1921, when British and Ameri- 
can policy diverged, bank deposits in the 
United States have materially increased, prices 
have gradually risen and the unemployed, who 
were then numbered by millions, have been 
steadily absorbed. During the same period 
the dollar has depreciated in relation to 
sterling more or less continuously, until to- 
day the two currencies stand to each other in 
& relation not far removed from parity. 


DEFLATION AND THE £ STERLING. 

It is admitted then that deflation in this 
country tends to improve the value of sterling. 
But does it in the actual circumstances of to- 
day do moye than accelerate our approach to 
parity? Would our exchange not rise to par 
even if there were no deflationary efforts on 
our part and we were spared all the evils of 
trade depression and te which at- 
tend such efforts’? I thir 
financial licy were again reversed in 
America. Y think that in existing conditions 
the depreciation of the dollar is bound 
continue. At present the United States is the 
only great market for gold. The bulk of the 
world’s annual output is sold to that country 
and, as the amount is greatly in excess of the 
normal currency and credit requirements, the 
effect of the over-supply is to force down the 
value of gold. Depreciation of gold means a 
rise in prices in the United States and a fall 
in the value of the dollar measured in ster- 
ling. Even if prices rise here, as they will 
under improving trade, they will not rise as 
fast as they must in America under the in- 
fluence of an excessive gold supply, and, i 
there be no deflation in either country, ster- 
ling will slowly appreciate until it finally 
reaches par. 

INCREASED PRODUCTION THE 
REMEDY. 

Let me remind you that just as inflation 
which causes prices to rise will always be 
ultimately checked by .the refusal or incapa- 
city of the consumer to pay, so deflation will 
be checked by the restriction of output which 
follows upon falling prices. Those who advo- 
cate the deliberate adoption of a policy of. 
continuous deflation are oppressed by the fear 
that at any moment an excessive amount of 
credit may be created in consequence of the 
Government being compelled to borrow from 
the Bank of En land in order to meet matur- 
ing Treasury Bille, They regard deflation 
as a prophylactic against inflation, just as in 
former days it was the practice to bleed a 
patient as a precaution against the recurrence 
of fever. But all that is necessary to meet 
the danger of the Government, being forced to 
borrow excessively is to raise the rate for 
Treasury Bills to a point high enough to 
ensure the renewal of an adequate amount. 
The continuance of a high rate or the adop- 
tion of any other method for the purpose of 
forcing down prices is bojnd to strangle trade 
and reduce output, and must operate very 
unfairly upon the taxpayer, who is saddied 
with the burden of the National Debt. If we 
look for a revival of trade, for more abundant 
revenue and for a reduction in taxation, we 
must leave prices to take their own course 
under the normal pressure of supply and de- 
mand. We must not interfere with the 
natural flow of trade by any, restriction of 
existing purchasing power, bu#® must seek a 
general increase of wealth through a more 
abundant output. (Applause.) 


OUR OWN BANK, 

I turn now to our own balance sheet, and 
with your permission will briefly explain the 
hgures. 

The paid-up capital on December 3lst last 
was £10,860,852, and the reserve fund stood 
at the same amount. No new shares were issued 
during the year, and now that the outside 
reserve is equal to the paid-up capital we 
prefer when our profits permit of it, as they 
did last year, to strengthen our internal re- 
sources in order tó meet future contingencies. 
There was thus no change in the figures of 
either — or reserve. 

But when we come to the amount owing to 
depositors and compare it with the figure of 
the previous year we see a considerable de- 
cline. 1 have already shown how the policy 
of deflation has greatly reduced public pur- 
chasing power, and we cannot be surprised 
that our deposits have fallen with those of 
the British banking system as a whole. 
Twelve months ago current, deposit, and other 
accounts were 75,117,092. The bank has 
never shown a higher figure in an audited 
statement, though on many occasions deposits 
have been larger. On December 3lst last they 
were £3554,406,336. The reduction in the year 
of £20,710,756 is considerable, but we ap- 
pear to have suffered less than our propor- 
tion. The bank’s large connection with in- 
dustrial enterprises would lead us to expect a 
greater proportionate reduction in a period of 
severe trade depression, and the fact that 
we do not appear to have lost our full share 
in the general decline in deposits seems to 
point to the conclusion that we are more 
than maintaining our relative position. 

Acceptances and engagements on account of 
customers at £25,862,541 are £6,014,019 up on 
the year. Our acceptances, drawn for the 
most part by or on account of first-class 
bankers, represent transactions in respect of 
foreign business, and are quite undoubted. 
These larger figures, with prices on a lower 
level, indicate that international trade is in- 
creasing in volume. 

I have dealt with thg four principal items 
on the liability side of our balance sheet. Let 
me now turn to our assets and show you 
how the liabilities are secured. The first line 
of defence is our cash reserve, or in the ac- 
cepted phraseology coin, bank and currency 
notes and balances with the Bank of England, 
which stand at £54,254,534 This is 15.3 
per cent. of the deposit liabilities, or one- 
third of one per cent. higher than the average 
figure shown in our Monthly statement. In 
some countries banks are compelled by law 
to observe certain minimum reserve require- 
ments. In this country they are under no 
such compulsion, and it is left to the respective 
managements to determine the necessary pro- 
— with due regard to the nature of the 

ank’s business. 

Balances with and cheques in course of 
collection on other banks in Great Britain and 
Ireland are £15,548,935. These become cash 
from day to day. Money at call and short 
notice includes the accontModation we extend 
to the money Market, and stands at 
£17,187,015, which is £5,535,516 higher than 
in December, 1921. The greater part of this 
amount is available as cash within seven days. 

Investments, which are valued at less than 
market price, are slightly down on the year. 
Nearly all of these securities, amounting to 
£55,454,831, are British Government loans. 
a the first half of the year we tem- 
porarily increased our investments to a total 
of nearly £68 millions but sold them again 
as opportunity offered. 

The next item consists of bills discounted, 
and stands at £46,066,631. Our discounts for 
the Most part are fine trade bills with less 
than two months to run; the remainder are 
treasury bills with a Maximum currency of 
three months. The decrease of £26,051,403 
is accounted for largely by our smaller holding 
of Treasury bills, which amount to less than 
£7 millions as compared with £28! millions 
at the end of December, 1921. I have already 
dealt exhaustively with the effect of the re- 
payment of Treasury bills held by banks, and 
will be content now to call your attention to 
a remarkable coincidence: our deposits are 
down nearly £21 millions on the year, and 
ay, ag saMe period our holding of Trea- 
sury bills has ‘been reduced by an almost 
identical amount. 

I come now to advances to customers and 
other accounts, which have increased 
£176,779,261 to £182,307,521. In this respect 
our accocnts differ from those of most other 

8, as advances in the aggregate were lower 
at the end of the year. The increase in our 
figures, therefore, is the more remarkable. 
and is evidence both of the bank’s exceptional 
assistance to industty and of a reviving 
demand by trade for accommodation. Other 
indications also show grounds for hope that 
industry is at length recovering: i 
temporarily seem to have touch 
level, exports are increasing, railway freight 
traffic is heavier, and clearings are 
greater. There are also distinct signs of an 
increased willingness on the part of the public 
to buy which, if unhampered, wil] result in a 
growing volume of orders between merchant 
and manufacturer. Such conditions cannot 
fail to lead to improved trade. I realise that 
the possibilities of the present movement are 
strictly limited, and that ion cannot 
races pre-war dimensions until former 
oreign customers are again in a ition to 
buy our goods; but I do not think I am 
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| many signs of coming expansion . in our 


domestic trade. . 

Before passing on to the next item in our 
balance sheet I should like to make particular 
reference to the policy of this bank in regard 
to loans for agricultural purposes. We have 
a large number of farmers amongst our cus- 
tomers, and I can state without hesitation 
that it is our invariable rule to treat them 
with the utmost consideration. We realise the 
seasonal nature of their business, and finance 
them freely until they reéeive payment for 
their crops and other products. 1 think I 
should be right in saying that no section of 
the community receives More generous con- 
sideration from the bank, and, judging from 
our own experience, I can also say that no 
class of borrowers coe gta mor faithfully

Rank premises at £5,270,960 are £528,661 
higher. We have now ) less than 1,674 
offices in England and Wales, and it is cyte 
necessary for me to assure you that the boo 
value of our premises is below their real 
worth. 

"The remaining items in the balance sheet 
relate to the bank's AD, the Caen is com- 

nies, the Belfast nking Company, 
Limited, the Clydesdale Bank, Limited, and 
the London City and Midiand Executor and 
Trustee Company, Limited. Of the two 
banks let me say that you will see from the 
statements of their accounts, which have been 
circulated with our own balance sheet, that 
their business continues to be well maintained. 
We are highly satisfied with their progress, 
and the managements are deserving of your 
for their prudent ad- 
ministration, I am happy to be in a ition 
to assure you that a spirit of mutual elpful- 
ness and co-operation pervades the three in- 
stitutions in their dealings with each other. 
During the year we have urchased the 41 
shares of the Clydeddale Bank which were out- 
standing a year ago, and we now own the 
whole of the share capital of the two affiliated 
banks. (Applause.) 

You may have noticed that the shares of the 
Executor and Trustee Company are now 
shown separately in our balance sheet. Pre- 
viously we had included our interest in this 
company in the entry advances to customers 
and other accounts, but the business is ex- 
panding so rapidly that we decided to give it 
special recognition. You may remember that 
the délepany was formed by the bank in 1909 
in response to-a growing demand by customers 
and the public for a corporate trustee, which 
could offer the combined advantages of 
security, continuity of existence, and 
expert and inexpensive administration. 
In consequence of the expansion in 
its business it has been considered advisable 
to increase the company’s funds by the issue 
of new shares. The authorised and subscribed 
capital is now £1,000,000, the paid-up capital 
£2900.000, and the reserve fund £100,000: The 
whole of the capital is held by this bank. 
The position of the company as on December 
31st last has been set out on the inset state- 
ment sent to you last week with our own 
report and balance sheet. I do not propose 
to analyse its condition in detail or to make 
comparisons with the position a year ago be- 
cause I feel you will be content with my as- 
surance that its business is growing at a rate 
which exceeds our expectations. The activi- 
ties of the Executor and Trustee Company are 
becoming better known, and we are confident 
that an increasing realisation by shareholders, 
customers, and the public of the many advan- 
tages offered will attract much new business. 
The scale of fees is exceptionally low ; the ad- 
vantages very great; and the security un- 
doubted. 

PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT, 

I pass now to the profit and loss account. 

Full provision having been made for all bad 
and doubtful debts, the net profits for last 
year amounted to £2,253,492, which, with 
£777,253 brought forward, gives us for dis- 
tribution and allocation a total of £5,050,745,

The directors regard the resuite of the 
year’s working with satisfaction. The profits 
of all trading concerns have fallen, and 
during the year dividends were passed or re- 
duced by firms ranking high in their re- 
spective spheres of activity. Although our 
profits are less than last year, they have still 
been maintained at a figure which cannot fail 
to be a cause of gratification to our share- 
holders. 

The allecation of £300,000 to bank premises 
redemption fund is in accordance with our 
recent practice, and is a necessary precau- 
tion if we wish to keep the book value of 
our properties well below their market valua- 
tion, During the year we opened 89 new 
offices in different parts of the country, in 
most cases establishing e@urselves in localities 
where we had not previously been directly 
represented. The policy of extending our 
system of branches into areas likely to pro- 
duce a future profit has been justified by 
past experience, and its continuation to-day. 
meets, | hope, with your full approval. We 
must recognise, however, that the field for 
future extension is yearly becoming more 
limited. 

Í come now to my last explanation. We have 
placed £500,000 to the reserve for future 
contingencies as compared with £750,000 a 
year ago. The reasons I then advanced are 
equally applicable to-day. No one knows what 
the future has in store, and it is absolutely 
essential for us to fortify the bank against 
the unknown risks which confront us. We 
have provided for all past bad and doubtful 
debts, but, however conservative we may 
be in our estimates and however closely we 
scrutinise every account, we realise only too 
well that the good account of to-day may 
under the merciless pressure of bad trade be- 
come doubtful before we next take siock cf 
our position. 

Every year brings its own emergencies and 
troubles, but the year through which we 
have just passed has been one of the most 
difficult in the bank’s history. Money. rates 
have been low, particularly during the second 
half, when the bank rate was 3 per cent. and 
the average rate for Treasury bills not much 
above 2 per cent. Our real anxieties, how- 
ever, have been in connection with our 
advances, Day after day we have had to 
decide whether there was a reasonable 
prospect that further assistance to a customer 
would tide over his present difticulties. Our 
principle has been to deal sympathetically 
with each case and to assist customers to the 
limit of banking prudence. Happily there are 
signs that the worst period of depression has 
passed, and if the trade outlook causes a 
further rise in the general level of confidence, 
as seems likely, we may expect a cumulative 
‘Increase in business activity. 


THE MANAGEMENT AND STAFP. 

I cannot close my remarks without saying 
a few words about the higher officials, 
managers, and general staff. 

Early in the year we suffered a great loss 
by the unexpected death of our senior manag- 
ing director, Mr. Samuel B. Murray. I well 
remember the deep concern expressed for his 
health at the last annual general meeting, and 
I know he was greatly touched by the sympa- 
thetic references made on that occasion. 
Certainly neither he nor his colleagues re- 
garded his ,indisposition as being more than 
temporary, ‘but unhappily he passed away 
suddenly on February 15th at the compara- 
tively early age of sixty. Mr. Murray inspired 
very real feelings of affection and respect, and 
in his death we lost a great worker and 
enthusiast and a most competent banker. 

The heavy responsibilities devolving upon 
our joint managing directors, Mr. Hyde and 
Mr. Woolley, have been ‘increased in conse- 
quence of Mr. Murray's death, but the de- 
velopment of our managerial organisation is 
relieving them of some of their manifold 
duties. Their wide experience, vigour, and 
foresight are invaluable assets to the bank, 
and in the daily solution of complex prob- 
lems the great business qualities of my two 
friends are abundantly proved. They have 
been ably supported by the general managers, 
the assistant general managers, and, indeed, 
by the entire personnel of the bank. A happy 
and loyal staff is indispensable for the success- 
ful conduct of banking ‘business. We have 
such a staff, and our knowledge of their 
devotion, ability and energy inspires us to face 
the future with confidence. (Applause.) 

The Chairman then moved the adoption of 
the report.

DIFFICULT CONDITIONS IN IRELAND. 


Unfortunately, business conditions are still 
very unsettled and difficult, and the majority 
of our sub-branches have not yet been re- 
opened, but we continue to hope that the 
inconvenience which our customers have ex- 
perienced by the absence of facilities to which 
they have been accustomed may not be pro- 
longed. Not. only for farmers and graziers, 
but also for shopkeepers, the year has been 
exceptionally trying, and the interruption of 
the usual transport facilities has seriously 
affected all industries. The decrease tn the 
extent of land under tillage, 76,000 acres, 's 
a notable feature in the present agricultural! 
position in Ireland, and is specia ly regret- 
table in the case of barley and oats. Since 
1918 the land under the potato crop has fallen 
by 132,000 acres, and $10,000 acres of this 
total are in the IN area. The 'de- 
cline in tillage, to which I have referred, has, 
unfortunately, not as yet been accompanied 
by an increase in live stock, and this creates 
a position which necessitates serious atten- 
tion, and is at present the sunject of investi- 
gation by a Committee appointed by the Go- 
vernment of the Irish Free State. The land 
under cultivation for flax shows a decreasé 
for the year of about 15,000 acres, but the 
results as regards price were sufficiently en- 
couraging to growers to lead to a larger 
sowing fer the coming season. 

LINEN INDUSTRY, 

The past year was a disappointing one ior 
the linen. indlestey, and the improvement re- 
corded in the early season proved to be tem- 
porary, bat prospects are thought to be agam 
brightening. We cannot look, however, fog 
any permanent improvement in any direction 
until more settled conditions give confidence 
and encouragement, and it must be apparent 
that the circumstances in which business has 
to be condacted in certain districts at tha 
present time involve constant strain and 
anxiety upon the hank’s staff. You will 
notice that the agenda for this meeting con- 
tains two resolution, of an unusual nature, 
which have to be submitted to you. They 
arise from the fact which was mentioned in 
the circular, issued to you in July last, that, 
owing to the dislocation of postal services \t 
was not practicable to get the balance sheet 
made up in time for the meeting held on 
27th Jaly. It was completed later, and cer- 
tified as usnal by the auditors, znd was crr- 
culated to you in the following month. As, 
however, it could not be issued within the 
prescribed period, we ask you now to confirm 
the report, and the two resolutions, which I 
wil! put to the meeting before moving the 
ad»ption of the present report, make the posi- 
tion clear, and indicates the circumstances in 
which they are called for. I will accordingly 
move each resolution, and, when these have 
been disposed of, it will be open to any pro- 
prietor present to make any inquiry he may 
wish in regard to our report. 

The report and accounts were adopted, and 
the resolutions, indicated by the Chairman as 
necessary to clear up the position, were also 
carried unanimously. :
